South Bend, Ind., Oct. 7.—Com- 
munism has no place in the Ameri- 
can automotive industry, Dr. C. A. 
Lippincott, manager of the con- 
cern’s co-operative department, 
told 64 Studebaker corporation vet- 
erans, who have retired after 20 to 
60 years of service at the veterans’ 
annual banquet here. 

“American workers are paid 
from two to four times as much 
as workers in other countries,” Dr. 
Lippincott said, ‘‘because Ameri- 
cans have the facility for produc- 
ing more, with less effort, than any 
other country in the world.” He 
eontrasted living standards of the 
American workman with the work- 


er in Russia to show that the com- 
munistic form of government 
gives less opportunity for the ad- 
vancement of workers-.than our 
own. “Communism has no part in 
the American automotive § indus- 


try,”” he said. 

The speaker then explained that 
the reason for American industrial 
success has come about because 


men of intelligence, ability and in-! 


dustry have “simply made use of 


the resources of the country.” 

A. R. Erskine, president of the 
Studebaker corporation, also ad- 
dressed the veteran retired em-| 
ployees. He asserted that the 
automobile has played a greater 
part than any other factor in 


America’s great industrial develop- 
ment.

St. Louis, Oct. 7.— Russell E, 
Gardner, Jr., president of the 
Gardner Motor

“While accu- 
R. E. Gardner, Jr.72te figures are 

not available for 
three-quarters of 1926, the indica- 
tions point to St. Louis as being 
the largest single city producer of 
motor cars outside the state of 
Michigan. This is surprising when 
one recalls that St. Louis twenty- 
five years ago was loath to back 
the horseless carriage inventive 
geniuses who undertook to raise 
capital in this great Missouri 
metropolis. 

“These. pioneers knew that St. 
Louis, with its centralized location, 
Mississippi water power and low 
water freight rates, was the ideal 
location for automobile manufac- 
ture, but the outlander was not 
encouraged until several years 
later when St. Louis’s own manu- 
facturers laid the foundation for 
today’s great output. 

“More than 200,000 automobiles 
were produced in St. Louis during 
1925. This places St. Louis, the 
city alone, second only to the cities 
in the state of Michigan. All other 
cities outside of Michigan will have 
to bow to St. Louis’s production 
supremacy,’ Mr. Gardner contin- 
ued. 

“The gross volume of the auto- 
mobile manufacturing business in 
dollars and cents in St. Louis for 
1925 was approximately $129,000,- 
000. The sales of cars at retail in 
St. Louis alone was 30,000 cars, 
valued at $33,200,000—a total gross 








| business of approximately $162,- 


300,000 based on figures of the 
Automobile Dealers’ Association. 

“The world-wide acceptance of 
St. Louis products will show a great 
increase in value for the year 192 
Increased production here at the 
Gardner factory month after month 
is most gratifying.

Press DriveAgainst 
Substitute Oils 


Portland, Ore., Oct. 7.—A drive 
instituted by the Better Business 
Bureau and backed by the Port- 
Automotive Trades Associa- 
tion, against the substitution of 
low grade oils for high grade, has 
resulted in Several arrests in- Por't- 
land, and already one dealer has 
been fined $100. 

The Portland Automobile Deal- 
ers’ Association, as well as the Ore- 
gon State Motor Association, is 
joining in the fight aginst unscrup- 
ulous oil dealers, for the dealers 
suffer as well as the owners of 
cars, which have been injured by 
cheap red engine oil. 

“For a long time the automobile 
dealer has carried his share of 
the burden caused by dishonest 
service station men,’ says Claud 
McGee, manager of the Howard 
Automobile Company, and prom- 
inent in the dealers’ 
“A man will buy a new car and be 
advised by his dealer to use a cer- 
tain kind of lubricant. A dis- 
honest filling station, instead of a 
high grade oil, gives him red engine 
oil. A 300 or 400 mile trip will 
do irreparable injury to the car, 
and the owner, honestly thinking he 
has given the machine good care, 
blames the dealer and the manu- 
facturer. It is a fine thing for the 
automotive trade and for the mo- 
torists that the authorities have de- 
cided to call the serve station 
men to account.” 

It has been explained by the 
Better Business Bureau that four 
of the large’ oil companies, Stan- 
dard, Union, Associated and Shell, 
handle nothing but their own oils 
at their service stations and mo- 
torists need not fear substitution 
there. A fifth big oil dealer, Gen- 
eral Petroleum Corporation, while 
operating no service stations, makes 
careful eheck to see that there is 
no substitution. 

Vigorous support from automo- 
tive bodies will be assured if dras- 
tic legislation giving promise of 
acting as a club to oil substitution 
is introduced in the state Legisla- 
ture in February.

Maryland Differs = 

With Virginia on 
Federal Bus Rule 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bareag 

Washington, Oct. 7.—Motor 
bus and truck owners of Mary- 
land and Virginia are expected 
to clash at the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s hearing on 
proposed Federal regulation of 
interstate traffic to be held here 
this month, Represenatives of. 
the District of Columbia opera- 

tors are expected to take a posi- 
tion as opposed to Federal regu- 
lation, along with the Maryland 
interests. 

The Virginia Motor Bus Associa- 
tion, at its recent convention, as 
told by Automotive Daily News, 
went on record as unanimously in 
favor of Federal regulation of in- 
terstate operation. Word comes 


from Baltimore today, however, 
that Federal control of interstate 
operations will be vigorously 


feught by the Maryland regulatory 
commissioners and private inter- 
ests throughout the state. 
Members of the Maryland Public 
Service Commission, representatives 
of the state motor vehicle commis- 


sioner and the state roads com- 
mission will attend the hearings 
here. 


The Truck and Team Owners’ 
Association of Maryland has called 
upon truck operators to appear and 
protest imposition of restrictions 
upon motor bus or freight opera- 
tions. 

The association today advised the 
I. C. C. that about 15,000 motor 
trucks are operated in Maryland, 
and that investments of truck 
owners may be affected by Federal 
regulations. Development of steam 
railroads, the association declares, 
was not restricted until many years 
after railway transportation be- 
came general. 

As between Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, the former state feels that 
its own Public Utilities Commission 
is competent to regulate motor bus 
and truck operation without inter- 
ference by the Federal government. 
On the other hand, the Virginia 
motor bus operators are strongly 
in favor of Federal action because 
of the lack of satisfactory regula- 
tion within their own state. 

As for the District of Columbia, 
the local Public Utilities Cammis- 
sion, which is empowered to issue 
or revoke permits for the opera- 
tion of motor buses and trucks en.« 
tering Washington from other 
jurisdictions, has not taken any 
position indicative of its attitude 
toward Federal regulation. 

However, the organized opera- 
tors of Washington are understood 
to favor Federal control only as an 
against out- 


nating here.

The exhibits are so many and 
important phase of the A. E. R. A.

CCORDING to a report which as yet lacks any official 
confirmation, General Motors is considering embarking 

on the business of renting trucks under a similar plan te the 
car renting business, which is already an established feature 
of passenger motoring activity. The rumor which is current 
says that trucks are to be rented on a basis of $30 a week 









oil, insurance and driver. 

Consider how many would be the uses of such a 
service. It could be used for emergency long-dis- 
tance shipments by concerns whose regular fleets of 
trucks were so closely employed that it would be im- 
possible to take a unit from the regular hauls. In 
many cases this service could be utilized in long-dis- 
tance moving of household effects, with a consider- 
able saving over the charges made by van movers.
